In the Ninth

?50,000 worth of booze, taken 


from bootleftsers. 
Thousands of dol- 


lars worth of liquor is taken 
d a i l y 


from the rum runners crossing the dis- 
trict line from Baltimore. 
And 
tho 


police think they are getting but a 
Ismail part of the liquor coining in.

All along the "liquor border"—that's 


what they call the district line—mo- 
torcycle cops are stationed, watchln 
for rum running automobiles, coming 
from Baltimore and BHioott City, the 
two nearest wet spots.

This is the. lino which u.<od 
to run "booze specials" out of Balti- 
more, and it was nothing for a man to 
carry two suitcases loaded with liquor. 


Now they are carrying the whisky 


in rubber bottles strapped to the. per- 
son. 
One man was found with eight 


rubber flasks tied around his waist. 
Another wore two hot 
water 
bottles 


fillr-d with booze. 


Pennsylvania and 
B. & O. trains 


from Baltimore are watched at I'nion 
station, and suspected bootleggers are 
invited to police stations. Other pas- 
sengers are not searched. 
It is not se- 


cret that hundreds of bottles of whis- 
ky are coming through Union station, 
almost next door to the nation's capi- 
tol. every day. 


One of tbe local mm runners boasts 


that he has IS bullet holes in his auto- 
mobile tires, made, he said, hy officers 
while he was racing across the line.
